Zia also said that he would like 
to introduce "a few amendments" to the constitution, 
try again to convince politicians to hold non-party local 
elections prior to national elections this fall, and^ 
attempt to create a "pe rmanent role for the milit ary 
in governing Pakistan. 
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Turkey-Cyprus 


The US Embassy in Nicosia reports that Turkish Am- 
bassador Onhon told Ambassador Stone yesterday that the 
Turkish side remained interested in a negotiated state- 
ment on Cyprus and that Ankara had urged Turkish Cypriot 
leader Denktash to be flexible and forthcoming. The 
Turkish side, Onhon said, is ready to send Turkish 
Cypriot "Foreign Minister" Atakol to the UN for talks 
whenever convenient to Secretary General Waldheim. Ac- 
cording to Ambassader Stone, the current UN efforts have 
come to the end of the road with no effective results, 
and any further mediation to be acceptable to the Cyprio ts 
must be under Waldheim's aegis. 
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
